The Senate also favors reduc­ 
tions in the graduated surtax for 
firms doing less than $60,000 busi­ 
ness a year. 
The House favors 
rutting the combined qprmal and 
surtax rate on corporations from 
40 to 36 per cent. 
The two chambers similarly are 
in in disagreement over methods 
of cutting individual income taxes 
and 
repealing 
wartime 
excise 
taxes on such things 
as 
toilet 
articles, furs, liquor 
and 
light 
bulbs. 
The bill the conferees are at­ 
tempting to iron out would pro­ 
vide tax reductions in excess of 
$5,000,000,000.

1946 MEAT SUPPLY 
NUT TO BE LARKER 


Farmers 
May Receive 
Less 
For Meat Sales 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—W — 
Consumers can expect at least as 
much meat in 1946 as in 1945, but 
farmers may receive ‘‘moderately 
lower” returns from sale of meat 
animals, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment forecast today. 
The meat supply in 1946, the 
department said, is likely to bal­ 
ance demand at the 1945 level of 
wholesale and retail prices. 
This means, the department e x ­ 
plained, that even if price ceilings 
are removed the general level of 
retail prices probably w ill be about 
the same as in 1945. 
The expected removal of sub­ 
sidy payments to slaughterers not 
later than June 30, 1946, may re­ 
sult in some decline in cattle and 
hog prices. 
The department predicted som e­ 
what greater pork production.

earth also, and the works which

We shall have a fair idea a year 
from now whether we are headed 
for peace or for another w ar—but 
let none doubt that the interven­ 
ing months are filled with perils. 
Blunt notice of the dangers was 
given yesterday in Leeds, Scotland, 
by Britain’s distinguished former 
foreign minister 
Anthony 
Eden. 
He declared that the terrible warn­ 
ing of the atomic bomb “ has failed 
to produce any 
healthy 
conse­ 
quences” , and continued: 
“ The nations 
are 
not 
joined 
closely together. 
Unhappily, the 
tendency is rather in the reverse 
direction. 
The world unquestion­ 
ably is in very grave danger. 
We 
need cool, calm and understanding 
leadership.” 
Simultaneously 
another 
noted 
figure, Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam 
of New York, president of the 
Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, told an Ohio 
Teachers’ convention in Cleveland 
that if the big nations fall out. the 
security of all nations is in jeop­ 
ardy, and he added: 
“ Peace is not being negotiated 
with 
Germany and Japan. They 
have 
been 
defeated, and await 
the kind of peace that the vic­ 
tors establish. Peace is being ne­ 
gotiated with Great Britain and 
with Russia. 
“ Unity 
can 
be 
maintained 
without recourse to appeasement. 
Appeasement does not contribute 
to 
peace, 
but 
adjustments 
in 
practical affairs mean 
compro­ 
mise. The 
alternative 
to some 
compromise solution in Europe is 
two great blocs facing each other 
in suspicion, each madly arming 
with a third World W ar 
in the 
shadows.” 
Suspicions ar( dragon’s teeth. 
If they're cultivated they will of 
a certainty 
produce a 
crop of 
fighting men, fully 
armed 
and 
eager for battle. 
This 
doesn't 
mean that we 
are 
denied 
our 
suspicions, but it does mean that 
we should treat them rationally. 
Certainly there are plenty of 
g r o u n d s 
for 
uncomfortable 
thoughts 
which are more than 
suspicions. For example, we see 
Europe being 
divided 
up into 
spheres 
of influence. 
We 
see 
Russia reaching out to gain great­ 
er domination that Hitler ever 
held. 
Those 
aren't 
suspicions, 
but facts. 
Where a lot of people go wrong 
is in believing that there neces­ 
sarily 
must 
be another 
war 
fought over the Soviet extension 
of influence. 
The first thing we 
have 
to 
recognize is that, with the dis­ 
appearance 
of 
both 
Germany 
and Italy as great power, the ex­ 
tension of Russia's zone 
of 
in­ 
fluence is a logical corollary we 
dislike intensely, but it still is 
logical. Every great 
power 
has 
its zone of influence, if you stop 
and check up. 
So we don't have to go to war 
over zones of influence as thus 
far 
constituted. 
That 
doesn't 
mean that we have to take any 
rough stuff lying down. As Bish­ 
op Oxnam says, we don't have 
to use 
appeasement— “ but 
ad- 
mean compromise.” And as Eden 
justments 
in 
practical 
affairs 
remarks “ we 
need 
cool, 
calm 
and 
understanding 
leadership.” 
There are more ways of dealing 
with over-ambition than by using 
a gun. 
It is with no feeling of undue 
optimism that your columnist re­ 
peats his theme song: 
“ W ar is 
not 
inevitable.” 
However, 
we 
have grim months ahead— as w it­ 
ness British 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Bevin ’s statement 
in the house 
of commons yesterday that hun­ 
ger 
and 
privation 
in Europe 
may bring 
“ a 
further 
prolific 
human 
loss 
more 
devastating 
than 
the gun or atomic 
bomb.” 
That 
suffering 
is likely to add , 
to 
the political difficulties. But i 
we shall come through all right ;

An Unusual Typ e of Low Blood Pressure 
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o f R i a r d e r w e r e alili hl g hl e r e e p e r t r d

M D, 
THERE is a condition called pos­ 
tural hypotension which means low 
blood pressure that occurs only 
when 
the patient is standing. 
Other symptom- are weakness, 
dizziness, and sometimes a slight 
increase in the heart rate when the 
patient is standing up. 
The blood pressure Is normal 
when the patient is sitting or re­ 
clining. Sometimes, there is de­ 
creased sweating, and the symp­ 
toms are worse in hot weather. 


So me Theo ries 
It was thought for some time 
that postural hypotension was due 
to some nervous disturbance. How­ 
ever, Doctor Raymond Gregory of 
Texas docs not think that it is due 
to this cause. He thinks that the 
symptoms arise bernuse there is u 
decrea <• in the volume of blood 
when the patient is in the upright 
position. 
In the pa-t, the treatment of 
postural hypotension consisted of 
various 
mechanical 
procedures, 
such a: the use of tight abdominal 
bauleis and leg binders, the prac­ 
tice of having the patient sleep 
with his head and shoulders raised 
on pillows, and the avoidance of 
any type of strenuous exertion on 
warm days. In uddition, various 
diugs were employed which tended 
to contract the blood vessels. 
These included such prepara­ 
tions as ephedrine, amphetamine, 
and epinephrine, particularly in 
oily solution, in order to give a 
more prolonged effect. However, 
Doctor Gregory found that most of 
the e methods of treatment were 
not satisfactory. 


Ne w Pre paration 
He therefore decided to try a 


preparation known as desoxycor- 
ticosterone which has an effect 
similar to that of an extract made 
from a part of the adrenal glands, 
which are located just above the 
kidney. In addition to the drug, he 
nlso gave ordinary salt in proper 
amounts, since it has been found 
that when the salt is administered 
less of the desoxycorticosterone ia 
necessary. 
In carrying out this treatment, 
the patient’s blood pressure and 
weight are carefully watched by 
the physician to make sure that the 
proper dose is being employed. 
In one patient treated, it waa 
found that morning weakness was 
frequently present and that thia 
could be relieved by giving an in­ 
creased amount of salt. The pa­ 
tient has been under treatment for 
more than a year. The injections of 
desoxycorticosterone were given 
daily. 
Later, a preparation was im­ 
planted under the skin at three-to 
four-week intervals, and since that 
time the injections have had to be 
employed only twice a week. 
It would appear that this form 
of treatment may be of definite 
value in the low blood pressure 
called postural hypotension. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. F.: Just how does a person 
know w hen he has an ulcer of the 
stomach ? 
Answer: Ulcer of the stomach 
causes such symptoms as pain 
from one to three hours after eat­ 
ing, sickness of the stomach, and 
sometimes vomiting.
